| Tbe Book of Tobit. 


By tHe Rev. Rosperr Sinker, D.D. 


% Date, &c, Tue Book of Tobit is, it cannot be doubted, simply a fictitious narrative, though stray 
: historical facts may be imbedded in it. It will be noted first that Tobit states that he was a Jew of Naphtali, and 
that the disruption of the northern tribes from “the house of Jere fx place in his youth (i. 4 7); while 
yet after his marriage he is carried away captive to Nineveh and Enemessar (¢.¢., Shalmaneser IV.) and 
“his son” Sennacherib. [Of course it was Tiglath-Pileser who deported Zebulon and Naphtali, and Sennacherib 
was the son of Sargon]. The Book professes to have been written soon after the fall of Nineveh (606 B.C.), which 
is the latest event recorded (xiv. 15). In that case the book would be due tothe early years of the 6th century B.C., 
but the whole tone of the book negatives this, and plainly points to a later age. We would specially urge the 
elaboration of the doctrine of good and evil spirit, which must certainly be later than the Babylonian captivity. 
Ewald held the book to be the work of a Jew far away in the East, writing about 350 B.C. It is felt that the 
strongly marked local colouring of the incidents, describing personal experiences of the author, point to a writer 
living far away from Palestine. As regards the date, however, more recent scholars argue for the znd century B.C., 


and even for its concluding years. Some indeed have given to the book a post-Christian date, but these views may 
be dismissed as absurd.

Language. We possess the book in Greek, Latin (Old Latin and Vulgate), “ ‘ Chaldee ” (Aramaic), pele 

_ Hebrew, texts, of which last are several discrepant forms. Even now it is impossibte to rule with certainty as tO Hi 

which is the original form, though it is highly probabie that we should decide for the “Chaldee.” If this be so,then 1 

the earliest text is now lost, for the Aramaic text which we pössess is distinctly late, and is not improbably «a i 
translation from the Greek. Again, the text in the Latin Vulgate was translated by Jerome, he tells us, “in one 

day from the Syro-Chaldee. "But this was merely a translation from the Hebrew, made for him by a learned Jew. | 


Use in the Church. As an integral part of the LXX., whence it passed into the Latin, Tobit was held as 
canonical by the early Church. It is quoted as Scripture by Clement of Alexandria, Cyprian, Hilary, and many 
others. Jerome indeed denied its canonicity, since it did not form part of the Hebrew Bible; but the Council of 
Trent, as well as earlier Councils of the Western Church, definitely ruled it to be part of Holy Scripture. Luther’s 
view must have been much the same as that of the Church of England, since he called it “a wholesome and 
profitable fiction.” As regards our own Church, its view of the book of Tobit, as of the other books of the 
Apocrypha, is plainly set forth in the Sixth Article. In the Second Book of Homilies, the second sermon “ of 
Almsdeeds’’ remarks “The same lesson doth the Holy Ghost also teach in sundry parts of the Scripture,’ when 
Tobit iv. 10 is cited. In the Lectionary in use till 1871, the whole of the book (save ch. v.) was used for week-day 
first lessons. All this has now, however, been cut out. Two of the Offertory Sentences are ‘taken from Tob: iv. 7-9. 
In the preface to the Marriage Service, the words “ is not by any to be enterprised . . a clearly taken from 
the Vulgate of Tob. vi. 17. Moreover, in the prayer in that service “ O God of Where now there

is a reference to the blessing granted to Abraham and Sarah, there’ stood in the Prayer-Book of 1549 the words FR 
“as thou didst send the angel Raphael to Thobie and Sara, the daughter of Raguel . . .” Lastly, it may be noted 


that the suffrage in the Litany “Remember not . . . ” taken from the Sarum Breviary, plainly reproduces the 
Vulgate of Tob. iii. 3. | 
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Characteristics. The special charm of the book of Tobit is the beautiful picture it draws of the various 
relations of family life. Some of the scenes described are most striking, such as that of the parting of Tobias and 
his mother, the welcome given to him by Raguel, the anxiety of the parents when Tobias does not return. In all 
that concerns such relations as those of husband and wife, and parent and child, thete is a remarkable vividness 
and tenderness. The references to the dog (v. 16, xi. 4) might well have come from a Western author. ‘The duty 


of charity is strongly pressed, and the remarks on almsgiving séem to raise it well nigh to true Christian agape 
_(i. 16 Ff, ii, 17, iv. 7) Everything in life is hallowed by prayer (iv. 19, vi. 17, vill. 5 7) There is, however, no 


clear reference to a future life (but see iii. 6). A doctrine very strongly marked is that of the agency of spirits, 


good and evil. The angel Raphael is the guide and protector of Tobias throughout: Asmodeus is the cause of 
the death of the seven who married Sara. But more than this, evil angels /daimonia) are able to injure men by 


sin, while Raphael, “the healer,’ watches men’s good actions, and brings the remembrance of them before God 
(xii. 12), thus indeed acting as a mediator, as do all the seven holy angels (xii. 15). In a word, the whole book 
gives us the BEN but very noble; ideal of holiness of life as seen among Jews of the thriving middle class.

Appreciative notices have also appeared in The Interpreter, The nn. the Record, the English Churchman, 
and in some of the London and provincial daily papers. 
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Tue Literary Secretary of the British and Foreign Bible Society, having recently been urged by the Editor 
of one of the leading Church papers. to have the Apocrypha printed in the Society’s Bibles, or separately, replied 
that personally he agreed as to the great moral value of the books of the Apocrypha, but if the Society printed 
them it would lose half its subscribers. Yet, as the Church Times pointed out in its leaderette, “the only Bible 


which has legal and official, besides ecclesiastical warrant—the Bible on which the Sovereign is sworn—contains 
the Apocrypha.’’ | 


In The Religious Controversies of Scotland, the Rev. H. F. Henderson devotes a chapter to “ The Apocrypha 


_~ Controversy ~’—a controversy which lasted long and was conducted with unparalleled bitterness. In 1813 the Bible 


Society allowed some foreign Societies to publish, at its expense, Bibles-containing the Apocrypha, under the | 


impression that the Word of God would thereby find a necessary entrance into Greek, Roman, and Lutheran 
communities where the Apocrypha is revered. This harmless action was received throughout the country, especially 
in Scotland, with a perfect.hurricane of opposition. The Society was charged with “ putting a most fearful fraud 
upon the world, and laying\a deadly snare for the souls of men.’ The Apocrypha was held up as being 
“abundantly interspersed with falsehoods, false doctrines, superstitions, and contradictions of itself and of the 


Word of God,” yet advancing “a deceitful claim to reverence and attention.” It was denounced as a “human 


composition replete with error, which wickedly assumes to be a revelation from heaven.” It was spoken of as 
“ Tobit and Co.”, “that dreadful abomination—the Apocrypha.” In many quarters a resolution was made to stop 


the supply of ‘funds until the Bible Society should repent of its conduct—conduct that ‘ made angels weep, and 


devils triumph ”; and, at last, at a meeting of the Society, the opponents of the Apocrypha, led by the Rev. Edward 


Irving, the Scottish visionary, carried their point, and in 1815 an order appeared in the minutes of the Society 


excluding all non-Canonical writings. 


“On some mornings, when h€ (Adam Bede) read in the Apocrypha, of which he was very fond, the son of 


Sirach’s keen-edged words would bring ‘a delighted smile, though he also enjoyed the freedom of occasionally.

Ir is hoped that clerical members of the Society in distributing Bibles to their Sunday School scholars ‘and 
Others will be careful always to see that the Apocrypha is not omitted: The S. P. C.K. supplies complete Bibles at 
a very cheap rate. It is unfortunate that the Oxford and Cambridge presses do not issue the Apocrypha in their 


smaller editions of the Revised Version of the Bible; but the attention of the managers has been called to 
this defect. | | | | 


A WRITER in the “Academy” told, some years ago, how he set out to buy a copy of the Apocrypha and of 


‘the result of his quest. He visited bookshop after bookshop ; many. of those to whom he put his inquiry had never 


even heard of the Apocryphii:—‘ My search lasted for several weeks, with intervals for other and more successful 
pursuits. One of Smith’s bookstall men told me in a tone of apology that it was out of print. The information 
threw me back on the second-hand bookshop, and there I got very close to my quarry. The proprietor, a man of 
slow speech and deliberate movement, had seen, in the course of a long life, several Bibles which contained the 
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Apocrypha. One of them had been in his shop a week ago, but it had gone to a gentleman in Cricklewood. Yes, 
he had read the Apocrypha himself, and had found a deal of fine philosophy in it. But it wasn’t asked for.” And, 
unfortunately, the experience of this writer is not at all rare. Pen 


A MEMBER of the I, S. A. suggests that a paper of questions on I. and II. Esdras, Tobit, and Judith, should 
be issued to the members with the Christmas number in order that they may test the result of their year’s study. 
The Society does not wish to become an examining body, but doubtless one of the members of the Council will be 
willing to draw up such a paper as is asked for. 


Cre£rıcar members of the I. S. A. are requested to bring the subject ‘of the Apocrypha before their 

Ruri-Decanal' Chapters and Clerical Societies. Several clergymen have written frankly owning that they had not 

read a word of the Apocrypha until they heard of the Society. Members are also invited to contribute short, suitable, 
papers to Deusero-Canonica.

“OÖ yes,” was the reply, “‘ I've read ¢hree chapters of that.” Unlucky student | 


"Wuen Queen Victoria placed an inscription on the monument of Prince Albert, at Balmoral, she chose a 
text from the Apocrypha: “Hg being made perfect in a short time fulfilled a long time: for his soul pleased the 
Lord: therefore hasted He to take him away from among the wicked” (Wisdom iv. 13, 14). This innocent act 
drew down a censure from a prominent Presbyterian minister, who declared it to be “ the deed of the Broad Church 

‘ clergy whom Her Majesty brought about her.” (From Henderson's Religious Controversies of Scotland).

| _ side of the Canonical Books, the Apocryphal Books of the Old Testament make but a poor show in their English 
dress. The rhythm is defective, the construction is frequently involved, and the language itself sometimes lacks 
| dignity and grace.” (3) The third volume of the series contains the Book of Wisdom and the Jewish Apocryphal 
j | Writings, and is edited with care and judgment by Professor W. B. Stevenson, of Bala Presbyterian College. In 
the Introduction there is quite an exhaustive analysis of the contents of the Books of Baruch and Wisdom, with the 
_ usual prolegomena; and under “Esther,” an account is given of the origin and purpose of “the additional 
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chapters,” their arrangement and contents, the preface, the three interpolations, the epilogue, and a note on the 
form of the proper names. The three other volumes of the Temple Apocrypha will-be noticed next quarter. 
The General Editor of the series is Mr. Oliphant Smeaton of Edinburgh, who is also Editor of the Temple Bible 
and the Temple Scripture Handbooks, and a member of the Council of the I.S. A. 


Jerusalem under the High-Priests. “By Edwyn Bevan, M.A. (E. Arnold, London, 7s. 6d.) | 


Mr. Bevan, who is the author of the standard book on the Seleucids, here gives the history of the Jews between 
Nehemiah, the last historical book of the Old Testament, and the Gospels—“A period pregnant with great things, a 
period of supreme importance in the development of the Jewish religion, which with all its good and evil features 


confronted Him who came at last to the Temple of Jehovah like a refiner’s fire; discerning the gold from the dross.” - - 


The period is popularly regarded as a “dry” one; but such a view cannot be held by those who read Mr. Bevan’s 


book. Under his masterly hand and by means of his attractive literary style, the struggles of the Ptolemies, the - 


Seleucids, and the Maccabees are made more interesting than many an historical novel, and yet the reader is never 


“allowed to feel that he is reading anything but real history written by an able historian. The book is quite the most 


fascinating which deals with the history of “the Apocrypha period.” The author writes delightfully of Ben Sira, and 
puts us on intimate terms with the sedate, deliberate, solid Hebrew sage. He also urges the importance of studying 


the Book of Daniel, the Psalter of Solomon, and the Book of Enoch, if we would understand fully the times of 


the- Maccabees. And he concludes by showing the weaknesses of the Asmonzan house, which led to its 
declension, and to its complete decay in the days of Herod the Great. | 


The Apocrypha in Art. The Apocrypha has afforded several subjects (chiefly taken from the Books of 
Tobit, Judith, Susanna, and the Maccabees), which have proved very attractive to painters: For instance, subjects 
from Tobit have been painted by Rembrandt, E. Le Sueur, Caravaggio, Perugino, Domenchino, Botticelli and 


- Ferrari ; from Judith, by Domenichino, Cranach, Mantegna, Michael Angelo, and Guido; from Susanna, by | 


Rembrandt, Santerre, Valentine, Van Dyck, A. Coypel, and Veronese. If there are any members of the I.S.A. who 
would like to possess large sized and well’produced photographs of any of these pictures, they can obtain them from 
Messrs. Mansell, of 405, Oxford Street, London, at (in most cases) 1/- each. Moreover, they should write for a 
catalogue, which also contains subjects from the Apocrypha by more modern artists. 


The Life and Times of Jesus the Messiah. By Alfred Edersheim, D.D. (Longmans, 2 vols. 
138. net.) We do not purpose to review this well-known book. It would be rather late-in-the-day to do so. But 


we would venture to call the attention of our readers to the first eight chapters in the first volume and to the first six 


appendices in the second volume, which deal with the period and literature especially interesting to the members 
of the I.S.A. 


The Apocrypha. Greek and English. (S. Bagster and Sons, London, 4s.) This is a very useful copy 


of the Apocrypha for clerical members of the I.S.A. The Greek and English (A.V.) are clearly printed in good — 


type, and arranged in parallel columns. ‘Messrs. Bagster also publish the English text alone in two well-printed 
editions, price 3s. 6d. and 2s., and the advantage of their. publications is that in all the copies there is & 
translation of the Third and Fourth Books of Maccabees,’ the former of which Books is ‘received’* by the Greek 
Church. Two of the three editions contain a short Introduction to the Apocrypha. ‘This is a little unsympathetic, 


and was evidently written some time ago, when the Deutero-Canonical Books were more despised than they are at. 


present. It might profitably be revised and brought up-to-date. The discovery of nei a secieraet! of the Hebrew of 
Ecclesiasticus, and other such points, should be noted in the revision. 


The Use of the Apocrypha in the Christian Church. By W. H. poms B.D. (Cambridge 
University Press, 3s.) This is a scholarly yet popular work, which we cannot commend too highly. It is probably 


the best apologia of the Apocrypha which exists,-and_ it should be in the hands of every member of the I.S.A. - 
Mr. Daubney- shews the use of the Apocrypha in the New Testament, and by early Christian writers; the position ° 
assigned to it by Church Councils, and in the catalogues of scripture by individuals; the English and Foreign use 


of it at the Reformation period; its use in the Prayer Book and Honfilies, and by divines, chiefly English; and its 
popular use. It would be,well-nigh impossible for any fair-minded man to read through this book and retain an 
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undue prejudice against the Apocrypha. Mr. Daubney is also the author of one of the best pamphlets on the 
subject, which should be circulated broadcast. Its title is The Uhrishan Use of the Apocrypha, and it can be. 
obtained from S.P:C.K., price 2$d. post free. 

The First Book of the Maccabees. By W. Palrwenthee, M.A., and J. Sutherland Black, L.L.D. 
(Cambridge University Press, 2s. 6d. net). It is to be hoped that the Cambridge Press will be strongly supported 
in the desire to include the Books of the Apocrypha in its well-known series of Bible Commentaries for Schools and 
Colleges. An excellent start has been made with the historically-important First Book of Maccabees, “ an ancient 
-record of sterling and incalculable worth,” edited by Mr. Fairweather and Dr. Sutherland Black ; and we look 
gy See with longing to the day when the rest of the Apocrypha has been similarly treated. The-volume before us. 
contains as gg in the Introduction :—The Apocrypha; The name Maccabee and the Books of the Maccabees; 
The heroic achievements of the Maccabees ; Authorship, contents, and literary character of I. Maccabees ; Sources, 


Original language, and unity of the work; Date, historical value, and religious standpoint of the book ; Transmission 


of the Greek Text, other early translations, and Patristic testimony. Then follows the text of the English Revised 
Version with scholarly notes—the names of the editors are in themselves a sufficient guarantee for trustworthy 
work—and we have no hesitation in recommending this book as the best English commentary on I. Maccabees not 
only for Schools and Colleges but for use by members of the I.S.A. 


The Religious Controversies of Scotland. By H. F,-Henderson, M. A. (T.and T. Clark, Edinburgh, 
4s. 6d. net.) The twelve religious controversies dealt with in this book are interesting not only to Presbyterians 
but to members of all “the churches”; and chapter VI. on “the Apocrypha Controversy” will be read with great 
interest by members of the I.S.A. We have already, on another page, made two extracts from this chapter, one of 
which shows the bitterness of the Presbyterian ministers, of about a century since, towards the Apocrypha ; and by 
way of contrast we append Mr. Henderson’s own views—the views of a learned Presbyterian minister of to-day :— 
“The books called-Apocryphal are full of instruction regarding the preparation. of, the Gospel in the centuries 


- prior to the Advent. The rise of the several ecclesiastical parties that are seen in our Lord’s time struggling for the 


mastery, the phenomena of Essenism, Phariseeism, and Saducceeism, the growing importance of the high priestly 
Office in a worldly sense, the development of the doctrines of angels and of a future life—these and other spiritual 
and social forces that are seen at work in the days of Christ and the Apostles can be studied in the Apocrypha by 
the students of the Gospels as nowhere else.” Here is a change indeed! And to it, we may add the significant 


fact that some of the leading students of, and writers on, the Apocrypha at-the peteent time are ministers and. . 


laymen of the Presbyterian Church. hat 


The Journal of Theological Studies (H. Frowde, 3s. 6d. net) for April; contains several articles of 
interest to members of the I.S.A. The Very Rev. Mgr. Barnes writes on the lost Gospel according to the Hebrews, — 
which by its very title claims an authority equal to, if not actually greater than, that of the four which eventually 
received the approval of the Church : the Rev. T. Barns in his study of The Epistle of S. Fude shows how 
much the writer was influenced by the Apocryphal works—The Testament of Moses, The Assumption of Moses, . 
and The Book of Enoch: the Rev. C. Bigg, D.D., continues his notes on The Didache, and records his suspicion - 
that it was not compiled before the beginning of the fourth century: the Rev. Lonsdale Ragg contributes a paper 
on The Mohammedan Gospel of Barnabas, which claims to give a true account of the life and ministry of Jesus 
Christ, from the hand of Barnabas, who is repkesented as one of the Twelve, and writes with the express purpose 
of correcting the false teaching of S. Paul and others, who have preached Christ as Divine, the Son of God: and the 
Rev. A. S. Duncan Jones reviews Preuschen’s Zwei Gnostiche Hymnen, the object of which work is to reconsider 
the meaning of the two well-known hymns in the Acts of Thomas, and to bring out their exact relation to Gnosticism. 


- Seek and Find. By Christina G. Rossetti (S.P.C.K. 2s. 6d.) “ Treasure hid in a field” was the late 
- Miss Rossetti’ s motto for the Benedicite; and under the title of “ Seek and Find” we have a double series of her 
short studies of the Song of the Three Children. The book reveals the writer’s wonderful memory for Bible texts ; 
and many people would find the studies useful for devotional reading and meditation. It would probably appeal to 
those who prefer a simpler and less scientific treatment of the Benedicite on that which the. late Dr. Child 
gave it. \ 
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The Place of Ecclesiasticus in Semitic Literature. By D. S. Margoliouth, M.A. (Clarendon 


Press, 2s. 6d.) "This essay of twenty-four pages is for scholars who are interested in the restoration of the Wisdom 
of Ben Sira. Dr. Margoliouth is of opinion that the basis of such a restoration must be the comparison of the 
Greek with the Syriac versions, that Ben Sira wrote the language of the Rabbis, and in metre, and that he had a 
developed philosophical vocabulary of which not even the beginnings exist in Old Hebrew. We look forward to 
the promised restoration of Ben Sira from the pen of Dr. Margoliouth—a work which should throw light 
generally on Ecclesiasticus, and especially on some of its misrepresented passages. 


Connection between the Old and New Testaments. By G. M. Rae, D. D. (J.-M. Dent, 9d. net). 
"This is one of the ‘Temple Series of Bible Handbooks. It contains five chapters: B.zra and his times, Alexander 


the Great and his successors, Judas Maccabaeus and his brothers, John Hyrcanus and the Asmonzan kings, 
The last of the Asmonzans, and the first of the Herods. Thus Dr. Rae cleverly compresses the history of 
440 years into about 100 small pages, and the booklet is pithy in more senses than one. There are also some 
useful appendices, and a paper of questions on the period, suitable for examination purposes. 
- The Expositor (Hodder and Stoughton, 1/-) for March, contains several excellent papers, the first helen 
n “ Papias and the Gospel according to the Hebrews” by Professor Bacon, of Yale, who argues that the 
Pericope Adultere@ in the Greek form is substantially identical with the story as told in the Gospel according to the 
Hebrews, from which it is probably derived. Conybeare’s Edschmiadzin text is similarly derived, but reduced by 


omission of what was thought to be an objectionable teature of the story. S. Luke had the same story, but dropped 


it from the same scruples. . 
The Didache or Teaching of the Twelve Apostles. _ By C. H. Hoole, M.A. (D. Nutt, 2s. 6d.) 
The lost text of the “ abridgment” of the Didache—one of the Ecclesiastical Books of the New Testament—was 


discovered at Constantinople about the year 187 3 by Bryennius, Bishop of Nicomedia. Although new as a work, nearly » 


the whole of it was already contained in some of the extant records of the Apostolic period; and Mr. Hoole is of 
opinion that the compiler of the abridged Didache gives in a condensed form what had previously existed ina 
number of other works— a manual of conduct based on the teaching of the Apostles themselves, with the, addition 
of some formule possibly belonging to an earlier period than his own, for the administration of the Sacraments and 


the appointment and maintenance of the ministry. Mr. Hoole’s book contains the portions of the Greek text of the 


Epistle of Barnabas, the Shepherd of Hermas, the Duae Viae or Judicium Petri, and the Apostolic Constitutions, 
which bear on the abridgéd Didache: ‘also the Greek text of the Teaching of the Apostles, as discovered in 
manuscript by Bryennius, with a translation and notes, and a restoration of the possible text of the original Didache. 


We commend this book to those members of the I.S.A. who are interested in the Deutero-Canonical Books 
the New Testament. 


The Apocryphal Gospels. Translated by B. Hasris Cooper, (D. Nutt, ney "This book purports to be 
the first complete collection of the Apocryphal Gospels, and other kindred documents. It contains the Gospel of 
James (commonly called the Protevangelium), the Gospel of Pseudo-Matthew, or of the Infancy of Mary and 
of Jesus, the Gospel of the Nativity of Mary, the History of Joseph the Carpenter, the Gospel of Thomas, the 


' Arabic Gospel of the Infancy, the Letter of Abgar to Jesus, the Letter of Jesus to Abgar, the Letter of Lentulus, A 
Prayer of Jesus, the Story of Veronica, the first part of the Gospel of Nicodemus, or the Acts of Pilate, the second 


part of the Gospel of Nicodemus, or the Descent of Christ to the Underworld, the Letter of Pilate to Tiberius, the 
Letters of Herod and Pilate, the Epistle of Pilate to Caesar, the Report of Pilate, the Trial and Condemnation of 
Pilate, the Death of Pilate, the Story of Joseph of Arimathea, the Revenging of e Savibur, and the Syriac Gospel 


of the Boyhood of our Lord Jesus Christ. There is also an Introduction to the books, extending over 100 pages, 


the tone of which is rather too vigorous in “ slaying the slain ’ ’—if indeed the Apocryphal Gospels can be considered 


“siain.” Bishop Ellicott once said, “ they live and thrive, and are, perhaps, now as much and as curiously read as 
~ ever—read with interest even while they are despised.” Their influence, too, on Catholicism and Mohammedanism 
and on sacred art still lives; and even for this reason alone, an acquaintance with the Pseudo-Gospels is very 


desirable. And here it may be added that there is probably no easier way of becoming, acquainted with them than 
by means of Mr. Harris Cooper’s translation from the originals in Greek, Latin and Syriac—a translation which 
while not being slavish is sufficiently faithful. = f 
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Materials for the use of Theological Lectures and Students. Selected by Hans Lietzmann 
(Deighton, Bell & Co., Cambrid ge, 13 pamphlets at 6d. each nett). Of the thirteen pamphlets already issued, we 
have received (1) The remains of the Gospel of Peter, the Apocalypse of Peter, and of the Kerygma Petri.

translation were appended to each pamphlet and its price doubled, the financial success of the series would 
be assured. — 


The Spectator. (Wellington Street, Strand, 6d.) for July 15th contains an article on “ The Apocrypha 
and Immortality,” showing the indications, foreshadowings and acceptations of the doctrine of Immortality in 
II Esdras, the Book of Wisdom, and Ecclesiasticus. The writer also speaks highly of the value of the Apocrypha . 
generally. It contains “a wealth of poetry and true religion,” it is of ‘‘ immeasurable importance,” its study 


“repays a hundredfold the time expended,”’ and it “ is of no less value to London than it was to Alexandria.’’ 


Wise Sayings of Old. (S.P.C.K.3d.) This tiny book is issued anonymously. It contains “ wise 
sayings” from the Apocrypha grouped together under various headings. We wish, however, that the Revised 
Version had been used in this and other booklets of the same nature.
